Protecting Investments 


Opponents of the Miracle Mile plan 
have made a great song and dance about, 
protecting the investments of those who 
own property and operate businesses in 
Edmonton's downtown area. 

The best possible way to protect those 
investments is to provide sufficient down- 
town parking space through the Miracle 
Mile so that business will not be driven to 
those outskirts shopping centres that are 
springing up all over the North American 
continent. 

Downtown parking in Vancouver and 
Seattle, for example, is at a premium. 
And because it is at a premium, downtown 
merchauts have suffered heavy losses 
through the modern tendency of people 
to shop in motor cars, 

Vancouver has recently met this pro- 
blem through the establishment, with 
Guinness money, on the north shore of 
Burrard Inlet of a new shopping centre 
called Park Royal. Park Royal contains 
a department store branch, a bank and 
several other shops. It has ample park- 
ing space. And that ample parking space 
is crowded with shoppers’ cars from morn- 
ing to night. 

3usiness moves from the downtown 
area to Park Royal because of that park- 
ing space. 

Seattle has recently established two 
new out-of-town centres in an attempt to 
solve the downtown parking problem. 


They are called, respectively, Belvue 
and Northgate. And they are not merely 
suburban shopping districts. Eech is lit- 
erally out in the country. Each has de- 
partment store branches, banks and other™ 
shops. Each is provided, or will be provid- 
ed, with parking space for several thou- 
sand cars. 

That parking space is filled with shop- 
pers’ cars every hour of the day 

This same movement towards extra- 
city-limit shopping is bound to come to 
Edmonton, as it has to Vancouver and 
Seattle and countless,other North Ameri- 
can cities, unless parking facilities are 
provided in the downtown district. 

The Miracle Mile will provide those 
parking facilities. It will help to protect 
the investment of every downtown pro- 
perty owner because it will tend to keep 
business in the central area and render 
less likely the establishment of Park Roy- 
als and Northgates and Belvues outside 
the city limits. 

Edmonton is tremendously fortunate 
in having a central area capable of such 
development. 

Edmonton would be tremendously stu- 
pid in refusing tax concessions, endorsed 
by both the council and the legislature, to 
secure such a development on terms which 
President Andrew Stewart of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta describes as notably favore 
able to the city. 


New Weather Forecasting Methods | 


A new method of forecasting weather 
has been perfected in the United States 
and it is said that the climatic vagaries 
can now be foretold for a full 30-day 
period. 

Canada is benefitted by this new me- 
thod only as United States conditions ap- 
ply in this country, because the technique 
will be too expensive for us to use for an- 
Other 50 years, the experts tell us. 

It would require at least one-third of 
all present Canadian meteorologists to do 
the job. 

If nothing but money and men stand 


between Canada and this accurate and 
comprehensive new method, surely the 
Canadian people are intelligent enough to 
vote the meteorological service the funds, 
to equip itself adequately. 

The Canadian meteorological service 
has a highly capable personnel. 

Since accurate weather forecasts can 
mean millions of dollars to Canadian in- 
dustry and agriculture, this capable per- 
sonnel should be equipped and augmented 
to give Canada a service a8 complete as 
any in the world. Such a service would 
be cheap at any price, 


Constitution Declared Supreme 


The recent decision of the supreme 
court of Canada that it is illegal for the 
federal government and a province to dele- 
gate to one another powers assigned to 
hem under the constitution is going to 
have a profound effect upon the constitu- 
tional history of this country. - 

It separates Canada sharply from the 
British tradition of government and estab- 
lishes a set of hypotheses which hitherto 
have not been contemplated in Canada by 
Students of constitutional law. 

Everyone has been aware, of course, 
that the British North America Act allot- 
ted certain rights and privileges to the 
dominion and certain rights and privileges 
to the provinces. 

But we had dome to think of the do 
minion government as a senior governe 
ment, virtually the source of all governe 
mental authority in Canada and capable, 
since the ute of Westminster, of 
changing the c itution as it desired. 

In other words, we had drifted into the 
habit of regarding the federal parliament 

e in Canada just as parliament 
I e in the United Kingdom. 
This supremacy of the British parlia- 
ct only to the statu. 
tory authority of the Crown, has been 
taken as the very genius of the British 
form of government. 

It has permitted quick, authoritative 
decisions in times of peril. It has permite

ted government to change freely with the 
times and with the trends of public 
opinion, 

So it comes as something of a shock to 
learn from the highest court that parlia- 
ment is not supreme in Canada, that 
standing above all parliamentary authori- 
ty is a bloodless document whose rigid 
provisions Canada has not yet formulated 
@ procedure to amend. 

By this decision, a Canadian’s concep- 
tion of Canadian government is rudely 
shifted overnight from a British concep- 
tion to a conception similar to that which 
prevails in the United States where the 
constitution is the reigning force in the 
country. 

The new definition probably contains 
certain advantages appreciated by those 
who clamor for provincial rights. The 
limited sovereignty of the provinces, if 
such a thing is conceivable, is doubtless 
made more secure by this decision, 

On the other hand, the entire govern- 
mental system of the country loses much 
of its elasticity; and since interpretation 
of the constitution is the highest govern- 
mental function, under this new ruling, 
the supreme court of Canada becomes, vir- 
tually, a more authoritative body than the 
parliament elected by the people. 

One can accustom oneself to this new 
conception only with an effort.

this operation, The resus are 
Gslouwllngly good. 


In one group of patients for 
whom this operation was done, 
more than one-third were alive, 
well and leading active lives 
months or years later. Because 
cancer of the lung is always fatal, 
unless it ls removed, the operas 
tion is well worthwhile.

Until They 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

SCHENACTADY, N.Y., Oct. 10.— 
(AP)—A new theory of how peo- 
ple get cancer was presented to the 
National Academy of Sciences here 
today, 

If the theory is correct, probably 
everyone has cancer cells in his| 
body, from birth to the grave, But} 
they are single, surrounded by| 
healthy cells, And they do not 
sprout like seeds, The cancer be- 
gins only when four to six of them 
get together and co-operate to start 
the malignant growth, 

The new cancer theory was re- 
ported by Dr, J. C. Fisher and Dr. 
J. H. Hollomon of the General 
Electric research laboratory. | 

The scientists got the idea from} 
the growth of crystals, such as ice| 
or gems. These crystals start frota a 
small nucleus and grow surptis-| 
ingly like living things. Crystal | 
growth can be predicted by mathe-| 
matics, 

Fisher and Hollomon applied} 
these mathematics to cancers, They} 
assumed that a cancer started from 
a small particle, a fact well estab- 
lished by cancer research. |
